Claims 

[cl] 1 . A method for providing information to a client browser, the method 

comprising: 

sending a request from a client to a server; 

determining whether the request includes a token; and 

if the token is not included in the request, determining whether the token is 

available to send to the client, wherein the token is created responsive to an 

earlier request from the client to the server. 

[c2] 2. A method according to claim 1 , further comprising: 

if the token is included in the request, making a record that the client has the 
token.
